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REMARKS 

Claim Changes 

Claims 20-24 have been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

No amendment made is related to the statutory requirements of patentability unless 
expressly stated herein. No amendment is made for the purpose of narrowing the scope of any 
claim, unless Applicant had argued herein that such amendment is made to distinguish over a 
particular reference or combination of references. Any remarks made herein with respect to a 
given claim or amendment is intended only in the context of that specific claim or amendment, 
and should not be applied to other claims, amendments, or aspects of Applicant's invention. 

Acknowledgement of Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant acknowledges the allowability of claims 1-19 and requests a timely Notice of 
Allowance be issued in this case. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. jj 1 12, first paragraph 

Claims 20-24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as allegedly failing to 
be enabled/supported by the specification. Claims 20-24 have been cancelled without prejudice 
to allow the remaining claims 1-19 to be in a form to be issued. Accordingly, Applicant 
respectfully requests the rejection be withdrawn.
